Gen. Charles de Gaulle is a curious con­ 
tradiction in French p olitics, and in that 
fact may lie limitations up on his future. 
Ramrod stiff, wedded to nonviolence and 
to constitutional p rocedures of government, 
he is naturally ill-suited to the role of rebel. 
On the other hand, these very q ualities 
of rigid authority seemed p erfectly matched 
lo Franee's needs in \\ orld War II. when for 
all p ractical p urp oses free government had 
crumbled before the Nazi onslaughts and 
free Frenchmen searched above all for a 
firm symbol of their nationhood. 
De Gaulle, emerging dramatically from 
semi-retirement to descend up on Paris, lit no 
new flames in his countrymen s hearts as 
they p ondered their Algerian crisis with its 
signs of remote-control civil war. 
He p resented himself once more as a p o­ 
tential rallying p oint for a France q uesting 
after unfamiliar stability in government. 
But he declined to lend himself to unconsti­ 
tutional means of achieving p ower. He held 
himself stiffly as always, bound to the let­ 
ter of the law. 
He was lik e an American p residential 
candidate who announces he is willing to 
be drafted, but will not lift a finger to get 
the nomination. 


If French government continues to dis­ 
integrate, the p ossibility must be allowed 
that France in a new desp erate hour would 
turn again to this man who looms lik e a 
citadel of granite amid a sea of q uick sand. 
But if true rebellion is in the offing — 
and no one can really measure that p rosp ect 
with fine accuracy — then the French would 
seem more lik ely to find some new banner 
carrier more fitted to the fiery mood of re­ 
volt. 
Rebels must have a leader. Now and 
then, having achieved p ower, such a leader 
step s aside and gives the constitutional reins 
to a resp ected national figure. But usually 
the chieftain wants p ower for himself. 
De Gaulle is resp ected, no q uestion. But 
he is not held in warm affection, tfince he 
will not lead a movement to break legal 
bonds, there must Inevitably be heavy 
doubts that France will turn to him in any 
but the direst emergency. 
France’s internal p olitical situation cer­ 
tainly is worsening steadily. But few within 
or outside the country ap p ear convinced 
that it is yet so desp erate as to req uire p ut­ 
ting the old ramrod back on his p edestal in 
the French p ublic sq uare.
